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Brother  Francis  J.  Molz,  S.M. 


After  almost  a  year  we  still  have  vivid  memories  of  the  very  sud- 
den and  unexpected  death  of  Brother  Francis  J.  Molz,  S.M.  on  September 
3.  He  was  born  in  Baltimore  fifty-five  years  ago  and  entered  the  Society 
of  Mary  in  1908.  His  two  teaching  assignments  before  going  to  Fribourg, 
Switzerland  for  his  graduate  work  in  1920,  were  at  St.  George's  school 
in  Cincinnati  and  at  the  Normal  School  of  the  Society  of  Mary  in  Dayton. 
In  1924  Brother  Molz  came  to  the  University  of  Dayton  with  his  doctorate 
in  biology  from  Fribourg  to  teach  in  the  division  of  science.  In  1935  he 
became  associate  dean  and  head  of  the  division  of  science. 

Dr.  Molz  was  a  most  interesting  teacher  and  a  successful  leader 
and  organizer.  Under  his  direction  the  School  of  Nursing  of  St.  Elizabeth 
Hospital  and  the  Medical  Technology  School  of  Miami  Valley  Hospital 
were  affiliated  with  the  University.  His  interests  extended  beyond  the 
pale  of  the  University.  He  was  a  member  of  four  scientific  societies. 

His  students  respected  and  revered  him  highly.  He  had  an  un- 
usual guality  of  making  himself  agreeable  and  liked  by  everyone,  and 
the  young  medics  always  came  back  to  the  University  to  see  "Doc"  as 
they  all  called  him.  His  passing  was  not  only  a  severe  shock  to  us  but 
also  a  great  loss  to  the  University.  He  was  a  man  of  scholarship,  vision, 
and  devotion  to  duty.  Our  memory  of  him  will  long  remain  fresh.

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The  Division  of  Arts  has  as  its  objectives  the  enrichment  of  the  stu- 
dent's cultural  background,  the  stimulation  of  intellectual  activity,  edu- 
cation for  satisfactory  social  adjustments,  and  the  development  of  capa- 
cities for  leadership. 

Curricula  of  the  arts  division  furnishes  special  preparation  for  the 
various  professions  and  prepares  students  for  study  on  a  graduate  level. 
Philosophy  courses  are  stressed  for  arts  students  in  view  of  the  role  phil- 
osophical principles  play  in  effective  thinking,  speaking,  writing  and 
living.  Recently  added  to  the  curricula  are  fine  arts  degrees  in  music  and 
art.  The  latter  is  offered  in  conjunction  with  the  Dayton  Art  Institute. 

Rev.  Henry  J.  Kobe,  S.M.  is  dean  of  the  arts  division. 
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The  Science  Division  offers  bachelor's  degrees  with  majors  in  bio- 
logy, chemistry,  geology,  home  economics,  mathematics,  medical  tech- 
nology, medical  radiological  technique,  nursing  education,  and  physics 
in  addition  to  offering  pre-professional  courses  in  scientific  fields.  Affilia- 
tions with  both  St.  Elizabeth's  and  Miami  Valley  hospitals  increase  the 
facilities  available  for  those  studies. 

Graduates  of  the  science  division  are  currently  enrolled  in  medical, 
dental,  and  graduate  schools  throughout  the  country.  The  pre-medical 
course  is  recognized  by  the  American  Medical  Association.

The  College  of  Engineering  includes  four  departments— civil,  mech- 
anical, electrical  and  chemical  engineering,  and  has  the  largest  eruroll- 
ment  of  all  the  divisions  in  the  University.  Holding  high  standing  among 
such  schools  in  the  country,  the  engineering  college  emphasizes  a  pro- 
gram that  is  technical,  scientific,  and  practical. 

Classroom  lectures  and  laboratory  work  are  augmented  by  field 
trips  to  local  industrial  plants  and  construction  firms  to  acguaint  the  stu- 
dents with  every  aspect  of  their  chosen  profession.  Affiliation  of  the  de- 
partments with  various  professional  associations  is  encouraged  as  are  pro- 
fessional societies  among  the  students. 

Austin  J.  Holian,  S.M.,  is  acting  dean  of  the  College  of  Engineering 
assisted  by  Joseph  Chamberlain,  acting  head  of  the  civil  engineering  de- 
partment, WilUam  J.  Wohlleben,  S.M.,  head  of  the  chemical  engineering 
department,  Louis  Rose,  S.M.,  head  of  the  electrical  engineerinng  depart- 
ment, and  Andrew  Weber,  S.M.,  head  of  the  Mechanical  engineering  de- 
partment. 
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With  a  broad  curricula,  including  courses  from  all  divisions  of  the 
University,  evening  and  Saturday  morning  classes  have  attracted  a  large 
enrollment.  Students  in  these  classes  represent  men  and  women  from  all 
professions  and  industries,  veterans  taking  advantage  of  their  G.I.  Bill 
of  Rights,  teachers  seeking  to  raise  their  educational  levels,  and  individ- 
uals seeking  self-improvement. 

Courses  are  primarily  maintained  on  a  standard  with  those  of  the 
regular  program.

Advance  military  training  classes  are  offered  by  the  U.  D.  Reserve 
Officers  Training  Corps  to  a  limited  number  of  students  upon  completion 
of  two  years  basic  work.  Veterans  of  World  War  II,  by  virtue  of  their 
military  service,  are  eligible  for  selection  without  having  taken  this  basic 
course.  Selections  from  the  eligible  cadets  are  made  by  the  professor  of 
Military  Science  and  Tactics,  who  notes  particularly  the  applicant's  or 
cadet's  scholastic  standing,  military  discipline,  aptness,  capacity  for 
leadership,  and  physical  fitness. 

Both  junior  and  senior  classes  devote  three  class  hours  a  week  to 
theoretical  subjects  and  two  hours  to  practical  training  as  cadet  officers 
in  drill  with  the  various  companies  of  the  R.O.T.C.  Battalion. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  majority  of  cadet  officers  will 
attend  the  summer  cadet  camp  at  Fort  Meade,  Maryland,  where  they 
will  receive  intensive  training  in  the  practical  application  of  the  princi- 
ples and  theory  they  learned  in  class. 

Upon  the  successful  conclusion  of  the  advanced  course,  plus  the 
designated  training  period  at  an  R.OT.C.  summer  camp,  the  student  is 
commissioned  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  Reserve  Army  of  the  United 
States.

Although  the  minute-book  of  the  University  Debating  Society  was 
closed  in  1942,  the  record  of  high  achievements  was  continued  and  im- 
mortalized in  a  far  more  deadly  conflict  wherein  four  former  members 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  on  the  field  of  battle.  It  was  with  a  well-de- 
served tribute  to  these  and  to  all  former  members  who  served  their  coun- 
try that  Dr.  William  O.  Wehrle  opened  the  initial  meeting  of  the  re- 
organized society  in  January  of  1947. 

Officers  guiding  the  destinies  of  the  society  throughout  the  past 
semester  were:  Bertram  Heckel,  president;  Norris  Helwig,  vice-president; 
John  Steinbruegge,  secretary;  William  Guensche,  treasurer;  Edwin  See- 
bosck,  publicity  director;  and  Joseph  Higgins,  manager. 

In  its  first  year  of  re-activation,  Upsilon  Delta  Sigma  has  functioned 
as  an  orientation  society  pending  post-war  reconstruction  of  collegiate 
debating  teams  throughout  the  country.  The  society  plans  to  carry  the 
banner  of  the  University  into  inter-collegiate  competition  starting  with  the 
1947-1948  scholastic  year,  determined  to  maintain  its  enviable  record 
of  past  achievements.

Weekly  pep-rallies  during  the  football  season  with  the  band  and 
the  cheerleaders  and  featuring  such  speakers  as  Lou  Tschudi,  Harry 
Baujan,  and  Jack  Padley  engendered  a  student  spirit  which  was  mani- 
fested by  the  cheering  at  the  football  games.  Prior  to  these  games  the 
campus  blossomed  forth  with  signs  painted  by  the  organization.  Yeoman 
work  was  performed  on  the  bonfire  on  the  eve  of  the  Homecoming  game 
and  in  decorating  the  stadium  and  ballroom  for  the  game  and  dance  of 
the  following  day. 

A  special  two-car  section  of  a  train  was  reserved  for  the  rooters 
following  the  Flyers  to  Toledo,  while  the  trip  to  Athens  for  the  Ohio  U. 
game  required  a  complete  special  train,  with  food  and  drinks  served  in 
the  impromptu  "dining  car."  Dancing  and  singing  led  by  the  band  was 
featured  on  both  trips  which  were  culminated  by  hard-fought  victories 
for  the  Flyer  team.

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The  Central  Women's  Organization  was  formed  in  September  to 
replace  the  four  divisional  women's  groups  that  previously  functioned  on 
the  campus.  C.W.O.  is  designed  to  coordinate  the  activities  undertaken 
by  the  coeds  and  to  foster  a  united  spirit  in  the  student  body  as  a  whole. 
It  was  for  this  second  purpose  that  the  C.W.O.  sponsored  the  first  annual 
Christmas  Open  House  in  the  Women's  Lounge.  More  than  800  students 
and  faculty  members  attended  the  affair. 

Highlight  of  the  year's  program  was  the  "Turnabout  Tag,"  armual 
coed  dance  held  on  May  7  at  Lakeside  ballroom.  Preceding  the  dance 
were  several  weeks  of  spirited  campaigning  on  the  part  of  the  campus 
coeds  to  elect  the  women's  choice  of  a  "King  of  the  Coeds."  Custom  was 
set  in  reverse  for  the  occasion,  with  the  coeds  performing  all  the  usual 
"male  chores"  on  a  date — to  include  paying  the  bills.  Other  activities 
included  a  Lenten  collection  of  clothing  for  Europeans  under  the  auspices 
of  the  National  Catholic  Welfare  Council. 

The  organization  is  piloted  by  a  board  consisting  of  Grace  Luther, 
Jeanette  Stoecklein,  Eleanor  Kurtz,  and  Connie  Frank.  Sr.  Agnes  Immac- 
ulata,  S.  N.  D.,  is  faculty  advisor  to  the  group. 
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The  University  of  Dayton  College  Unit  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
has  continued  in  its  program  of  volunteer  service  which  its  members  in- 
stituted with  the  organization  of  the  unit  in  1945.  Seventeen  members 
of  the  group  completed  a  hospital  leaders'  recreation  course  in  order  to 
be  better  able  to  direct  the  activities  of  other  students  in  monthly  parties 
given  at  the  local  military  and  veterans  administration  hospital.  Approxi- 
mately 80  students  participated  in  an  extensive  Water  Safety  program 
which  included  Life-Saving,  Stroke  Improvement,  and  Beginner's  Swim- 
ming classes.  All  these  classes  were  taught  by  students  trained  in  pre- 
vious Water  Safety  programs.  Included  in  the  group  were  John  Mahoney, 
director  of  the  program,  Jean  LeBoeuf,  Don  Smith,  Jeane  Warman,  Made- 
line Unger,  and  Joe  Mori. 

All  activities  of  the  group  are  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the 
Montgomery  County  chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  imder  super- 
vision of  Chapter  advisor  Mrs.  Greer  Marechal  and  faculty  advisor  Sr. 
Agnes  Immaculata,  S.N.D.  Rita  McGarry  is  student  chairman  of  the  group 
assisted  by  vice-chairman  Jean  LeBoeuf  and  secretary  Connie  Frank.

Serving  veterans,  students,  industrial  corporations,  social  agencies, 
and  individuals  within  the  community  for  vocational  advisement  is  the 
University  Guidance  Center  in  the  Albert  Emanuel  library.  By  interview- 
ing, testing  and  counseling,  the  center's  staff  tries  to  help  the  individual 
in  choosing  a  vocation  or  solving  adjustment  problems. 

The  primary  work  of  the  center  is  with  U.  D.  veteran  students.  The 
center  has  a  contract  with  the  Veterans  Administration  to  provide  advise- 
ment for  all  veterans  in  this  area  including  those  under  Public  Laws  16 
and  346. 

The  center  is  directed  by  Lloyd  Rensel,  U.  D.  graduate.  Assisting 
him  are  Marion  Schoch  and  Truman  Stewart,  counsellers,  and  Katherine 
Angst  and  Iva  Lou  Aller,  psychometrists.  Veterans  Administration  staff 
members  are  Lou  Tschudi,  chief,  and  Don  Malloy,  training  officer. 
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Acting  as  a  member  of  the  Public  Relations  committee,  Brother 
Edward  Knust,  S.  M.,  maintains  the  Sudent  Bureau,  interpreting  the  Uni- 
versity to  prospective  students  all  over  the  country. 

Heavy  enrollments  in  all  educational  institutions  due  to  the  influx 
of  veterans  obtaining  college  training  under  the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights  has 
greatly  reduced  the  work  of  this  office.  However,  Brother  Knust  has  con- 
tinued to  circulate  colorful  and  informative  literature  to  some  500  high 
schools  and  to  the  public  in  general.  Most  of  this  material  pertains  to 
careers  and  how  the  University  of  Dayton  can  satisfy  various  educational 
needs,  however,  emphasis  is  likewise  placed  on  student  life,  athletics, 
and  other  activities  on  the  campus.

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Jim  Carter,  just  recently  released  from  his  duties  as  head  basket- 
ball and  assistant  football  coach,  came  to  U.  D.  in  1939.  Carter  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  Purdue  University,  where  he  starred  in  football  and  track.  He  and 
Duane  Purvis  formed  the  then  much  proclaimed  "Touchdown-Twins." 
Carter  made  All- American  in  1934  and  played  with  the  Collegiate  All- 
Stars  against  the  Chicago  Bears.  After  three  years  of  successful  coach- 
ing. Carter  joined  the  Flyers  coaching  staff. 


Possessing  a  keen  knowledge  of  football  and  basketball,  as  well 
as  the  abiity  to  impart  it  to  others,  Jim  guicky  experienced  much  success. 
In  1939  his  cagers  went  on  an  Eastern  tour  and  surprised  the  "big  time" 
fans  by  defeating  high  scoring  Rhode  Island  State  and  almost  breaking 
Long  Island's  41-game  wiruiing  streak.  However,  since  the  resumption 
of  basketball  two  seasons  ago.  Carter  has  been  handicappd  greatly  by 
lack  of  height  and  inadeguate  practice  facilities.  Nevertheless,  his  sguads 
continued  to  show  the  same  hustle  and  indomitable  courage  so  character- 
istic of  every  U.  D.  team.  The  bright  spot  of  this  year's  season  was  new- 
comer Rip  West's  290  points,  which  shattered  the  previous  record  of  245 
tallies  set  just  a  year  ago  by  Bill  Ginn.

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This  year,  as  tha  range  in  St.  Mary's  Hall  again  became  available, 
the  rifle  team,  dormant  since  1942,  was  reorganized  under  the  direction 
of  Sgt.  Elmer  Hunsaker  who  is  a  member  of  the  R.O.T.C.  staff.
